The Only Foundation. .J. 
There la only one foundation upon 
which a man can build a auperaUnc- 
tura of works. That foundation I* 
Jeans Christ This la a simule, ele- 
mental truth, but one which needs a 
deal of emphasis in these dajs, for 
many have not 'yet discovered that 
the divine order In grace Is tbe same . 
order which bold* In the putting up ot 
a building— the foundation Brat, tben 
the superstructure. Salvation first, 
then works; and not works first and 
tben salvation. "For by grace have 
ye been aaved through faith; and Quit 
not of yourselves. It li-thn gift of God ; 
not of *worka, that no man should 

glory- (2M. 3:8. 9. H. V.). 

Some year* ago at CatawUsa. Pa, 
after the destruction of a bridge, the 
contractor upon removing the first 
pier, prior to the building of a new 
one,' discovered that underneath there 
was no foundation. The pier simply 
rested upon the bed of the river, and 
when a heavy flood came the entire 
structure was waaoed sway. Yet. how 
many there are who are building a 
superstructure of works without the 
real foundation, Jesu* Christ! 

We need to tske heed how we build 
thereon. For it 1* possible to build 
on the only foundation a paler* or a 
hovel 

This to a truth which concerns the 
■Aved and not the unsaved. It la not 
a matter of salvation, but of service. 
Between salvation and service there- 
Is a wide difference. Salvation in. a 
work of God for u* and tn us and to 
all of grace. Service to work which 
those who are saved render unto God, 
and for which they shall receive a re- 
ward, or ahall suffer loss.

It was noble for Samuel thus to be 
grieved over Saal'a am; atlll, Ood bad 
work for him to do. ' Thar* la a sor- 
row that "worketh repentance" which 

Is pleasing In the sight Of. Ood, but 
that Idle sorrow which spends Itself 
In unprofitable mourning to detrimen- 
tal to man and a hindrance to the 
kingdom of (sod fen. 1:7; 18:11. Men 
may fall but the kingdom goes Tor- 
ward.' W* do not' intorpret^werse S 
a> suggnitlag any subterfuge on Ood'* 
part but rather that God refused to 
par any attention to Samuel's fear 
Ood answers fear by giving us duties 
to perform and In their performance 
.we are delivered tram our feara. 

I. David Chosen to Be King, w, 4-10, 
Saul, the clamorous choloe of the peo- 
ple, was not succeeded by David— "the 
man after God'* own heart"— Cor eev- 
eral years after this lesson. God's 
will In this matter was shown to 
Samuel proireaslvaly: (a> In chapter 
13:14 Samuel to informed that Ood 
bath sought "a man after his own 
heart;" (b) In 18:1 be la told to go 
and find the king whom Ood had pro- 
vided; (c) in verse 13 Samuel 
to at tost definitely told whom Ood 
has (elected. This selection, to In ao 
cordance with the prophecy mad* cen- 
turies before regarding the. singly 
scepter |Gen. 49:10). Of C0UXS* It 
wsa high treason, thto adt Samuel was 
about to perform, and Saul yet had 
many friend* and supporter* (v. 1). 
God seems to have permitted Samuel 
to use one avowed purpose to con- 
ceal the real one, but "such a course is 
one to use but sparingly" (Uaelaren). 
God can and does protect those whom 
hs senda (Ps. 34:7) and "man is lev 
mortal till his work to done." Just 
what or how did not concern Samuel 
for he had God'* promise (v. 1]. A 
step at a time was sufficient and. tn 
taking each step Samuel was to tell 
the exact truth.

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THE PRIMARy 

What is a Primary? It is a ward or precinct meeting of cit- 
izens belonging 'to the party calling it. What is its purpose? 
Here the first steps are taken toward the nomination of various 
candidates for political office. 

' By whom is the Primary controlled? By the local party man 
aging committee, which fixes the date and place. How is it com- 
posed? Nominally, all citizens of the patty in the* primary dis- 
trict are its constituents; but in fact, it is made up only of those 
who attend it. 

Since it is for the interests of the party managers to keep the 
numbers small and manageable, the time and place of. meeting are 
seldom published, only those being notified who arc subservient. 
What are the functions of the primary? Here candidates are 
elected to the municipal governing body, if it be held in a city; 
and delegates are elected to city or state conventions^called to 
nominate candidates for higher offices. 

In short, the primary is just what its name denotes— the start- 
ing point ol the entire political machinery of republican govern- 
ment. This explains, the eagerness of professional politicians to 
dominate it. And the fact of this domination accounts for most of 
the political evils which flourish among us.- 

Civic reform and the safeguarding of our interests must be- 
gin at the primary. There is no decent reason why all citizens 
should not garrison this fortress of liberty. Of course, it will take 
time. But free institutions presuppose that citizens will take time. 
AnctTof course, it calls for vigilance. But it is a saying as old a* 
Demosthenes that vigilance is " the price of liberty — eternal 
vigilance. . . 

Citizens who refuse to exercise vigilance should accept their 
slavery without a murmur. Citizens who will not take time should 
emigrate to Borioboola-Sha, where they will be relieved of political 
responsibility. 

Vet the figures show that nine voters out of every ten never 
go to a primary. And that is why the figures also show that four 
voters obi Of every twelve never go to the ballot box. 

These absentees represent the best class of our citizens — men 
of intelligence and good standing, . They profess to be disgusted 
with political conditions, yet do not bestir themselves to remedy 
the evils of which they complain. 

Out of this neglect on the part of the decent element of the 
community is evolved the~"b6ss." Some smooth -tongue, elastic- 
conscience, plug-ugly, who "toils not, neither dues he spin," is 
recognized as the boss.
